However,  though  Bangerter  said

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“I  think  the  office  of  governor  is 
the  most  challenging,  the  most  in¬ 
teresting  and  the  most  rewarding,” 
he  said.

Bangerter  brought  his  iihilosojiliy 
of  not  looking  back  to  the  governor’s 
mansion.

“I  prefer  to  think  in  terms  of  what 
are  the  challenges  Norm  Bangerter 
has  had  to  face  and  how  he’s  met 
them.  I  think,  whether  iieojile  like 
the  solution  or  not,  they  would  have 
to  ])retty  well  agree  that  we  hat'en’t 
ducked.  We’ve  stood  in  the  ring  and 
slugged  it  out,” he  said. 

Bangerter  is  also  prejiared  to  slug 
it  out  in  the  election  ring  as  he  pre¬ 
pares  to  face  oiiponents  .Jon  Hunts¬ 
man,  Ted  Wilson  and  Merrill  Cook. 
He  .said  he  is  ready  to  debate  the 
issues  of  the  campaign,  including 
whether  he  has  been  a  good  leader.

Senate  impeaches  Mecham 

Mofford  acting  governor  following  21  -9, 26-4  votes

PHOENIX,  Ariz.  —  The  Arizona 
Senate  convicted  Gov.  Evan  Mecham 
on  Monday  of  attempting  to  thwart  a 
death-threat  investigation  and  misus¬ 
ing  funds,  making  him  the  first  U.S. 
governor  imjieached  and  removed 
from  office  in  .79  years. 

Acting  Gov.  Rose  Mofford,  a 
Democrat,  became  governor  the  mo¬ 
ment  the  .gavel  fell  to  close  the  21-9 
vote  to  convict  on  the  first  charge, 
obstruction.  Two-thirds  of  the  30- 
member.  GOP-controlled  Senate  was 
needed  for  conviction. 

The  Senate  then  convicted  the 
first-term  Republican  20-4  on  a 
charge  he  misused  .$80,000  from  a  iiro- 
tocol  fund  by  loaniiyg  it  to  his  auto 
dealershi]). 

Mecham,  who  took  notes  in  the 
Senate  chamber  as  lawmakers  voted. 


ishowed  little  emotion. 

“Well,  they  don’t  like  my  politics. 
So  we’ve  finished  a  political  trial,” 
said  the  ()3-year-old  Mecham,  smiling 
as  he  left  the  Senate  chamber.  Asked 
what  he  intended  to  do  next,  Mecham 
said,  “We’ll  decide  tomorrow.” 

A  motion 
to  bar  the 
63-year-old 
Mecham 
from  ever 
holding 
state  office 
in  Arizona 
received  17  votes  in  favor  and  13 
against,  falling  three  votes  short  of 
the  required  two-thirds  majority. 

“The  citizens  of  this  state  will  not 
tolerate  this  evil  insensitivity,”  said 
Democratic  Sen.  .Jesus  “Chuy” 
Higuera,  who  voted  to  convict  the 
first-term  Reijublican.

Re]3ublican  Sen.  Jan  Brewer  said 
she  felt  Mecham  “made  a  serious  er¬ 
ror,”  but  she  added,  “I  do  not  think  it 
is  sufficient  to  remove  him  from  of¬ 
fice.” 

The  voting  began  after  a  jirosecu- 
tor  beseeched  the  GOI^-controlled 
Senate  to 
convict 
Mecham  of 
impeach¬ 
ment 
charges, 
remove 
him  from 
office  and  “bring  down  the  cui'tain  on 
this  prolonged,  embarrassing  and  bit¬ 
ter  tragedy.” 

The  rin.ging  last  woi'ds  of  final  argu¬ 
ment  from  Paul  Eckstein  came  mo¬ 
ments  after  Mecham’s  lawyer  de¬ 
manded  acquittal,  telling  the  30 
senators,  “There  are  not  sufficient 


facts  or  law  to  find  that  Evan  Mecham 
is  an  evil  man.” 

“Let  the  iieojfie  decide,”  said  attor¬ 
ney  Jerris  Leonard,  urging  senators 
to  acquit  the  63-year-old  governor 
and  let  him  defend  his  office  in  a  May 
17  recall  election.  Mecham  also  faces  a 
trial  on  criminal  charges. 

The  arguments  by  both  sides  ad¬ 
dressed  two  specific  charges  —  an  al- 
le,gation  that  the  governor  attempted 
to  obstruct  an  investigation  of  an  al¬ 
leged  death  threat  by  a  staff  member 
and  a  second  that  he  misused  ,$80,000 
from  a  jirotocol  fund  by  loaning  it  to 
his  car  dealershi]). 

Several  hundred  Mecham  sui)port- 
ers  rallied  outside  the  Senate  build¬ 
ing,  listening  to  a  brass  band  and  car¬ 
rying  placards  demanding  the 
governor’s  retui'n  to  office. 

There  are  19  Republicans  and  11 
Democrats  in  the  Senate. 


Shultz  avoids  conflict  over  talks

JERUSALEM  —  Secretary  of  State  George  P. 
Shultz  on  Monday  sideste])i)e(j  differences  with  Is¬ 
raeli  Ih’ime  Minister  Yitzhak  Shamir  on  a  Middle 
East  ])eace  conference  and  ke])t  a  U.S.  peace  plan 
alive  by  focusing  on  I^alestinian  self-rule. 

“We  do  have  a  sense  of  movement,”  a  senior  U.S. 
official  told  reporters  after  Shultz  met  separately 
with  Shamir,  Foreign  Minister  Shimon  Peres  and 
Defense  Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin. 

A  senior  Israeli  defense  official,  however,  said 
the  goN’ernment  remained  deadlocked  and  the  only 
way  to  gain  accei)tance  of  the  ])lan  would  be  for 
Shultz  to  jiersuade  King  Hussein  of  Jordan  to  ac- 
cejit  it. 

Shultz  will  hold  talks  with  Hussein  in  Amman  on 


Tuesday,  return  to  Jerusalem  with, a  re])ort  for 
Israeli  leaders  ami  shuttle  back  to  the  king  on 
Wednesday. 

The  U.S.  plan  calls  for  three  years  of  self-rule, 
but  not  statehood,  for  the  1.5  million  Palestinians 
living  in  the  occupied  West  Bank  and  Gaza  Stri]). 
Negotiations  on  an  overall  settlement  would  oiien 
in  December. 

Although  Shultz  set  a  mid-March  deadline  for  a 
re])ly,  Israel,  Jordan  and  Syria  have  all  held  back  — 
neither  accepting  nor  rejecting  the  U.S.  ])lan. 

After  Shultz  met  with  Shamir  for  two  hours,  a 
spokesman  for  the  prime  minister  said  the.v  were 
still  in  disagreement  over  a' Middle  East  peace  con¬ 
ference  and  talks  Shultz  held  with  two  members  of 
the  Palestine  National  Council  in  Washington  nine 
days  ago. 


But  the  spokesman,  Avi  Pazner,  said  there  was 
“more  convergence”  between  Shultz  and  Shamir 
on  Palestinian  self-rule  and  an  overall  settlement. 

Similarly,  Peres  said  after  his  two-hour  session 
with  Shultz  that  he  believed  “we  moved  forward 
even  if  the  road  is  still  long.  We  went  beyond  the 
international  conference. ” 

“We  talked  about  the  substance  and  form  of  an 
interim  agreement,”  Peres  said. 

Shultz,  meanwhile,  said  he  was  encouraged  that 
“we  have  now  engaged  in  this  initiative  in  the 
imi)ortant  as])ects  of  its  content,  namely  direct 
face-to-face  negotiations.  ” 

Shultz  em])hasized  that  negotiations  must  be 
based  on  U.N.  Security  Council  Resolution  242, 
which  calls  on  Israel  to  yield  the  West  Bank  and 
Gaza  territory.

remodel  and  refurbish  the  monument 
to  President  Brimhall,”  Holland  said. 

The  legacy  of  President  Brimhall  is 
not  just  in  a  building  or  in  the  physical 
arrangements  of  the  campus,  but  it  is 
that  moral,  that  ethical  legacy  that  he 
has  left,  not  only  in  his  writings,  but 
in  his  ])osterity,  he  said. 

“The  real  legacy,  the  living  legacy, 
the  eternal  legacy  is  more  in  the  lives 
of  his  sons  and  daughters  and  grand¬ 
sons  and  granddaughters  —  That  will 
last  long  after  the  bricks  have  crum¬ 
bled  on  all  of  our  buildings  and  long- 
after  time  has  erased  some  of  the 
writings,”  he  said. 

Brimhall  was  born  in  a  log  cabin  in 
Salt  Lake  City  in  1852,  according  to  a 
])amphlet  distributed  at  the  baniiuet. 
He  aup])orted  himself  while  at  the 
Brigham  Young  Academy  by  working- 
in  the  school  as  a  janitor  and  assistant 
to  I^resident  Cluff,  it  said.  He  was 
asked  in  1904  to  be  the  president  of 
BYU. 

During-  his  17-year  tenure,  the  uni¬ 
versity  ])urchased  the  land  known  as 
Temple  Hill,  constructed  several 
buildings,  introduced  graduate  work 
and  granted  its  first  master’s  de¬ 
grees,  said  the  pamphlet.  LDS  Presi¬ 
dent  Ezra  Taft  Benson  was  quoted  in 
the  pamphlet  as  saying,  “No  man  has 
so  insiiired  me  with  so  few  spoken 
words  as  has  I^resident  Brimhall  in 
his  famous  four-minute  talks.” 

The  board  of  trustees  choose  to 
honor  Brimhall  when  the  Mechanic 
Arts  Building  had  two  stories  added 
onto  it  by  naming-  the  newly  remod¬ 
eled  building  after  him  in  1935.

ARRUB,  Occupied  West  Bank  — ^  Israeli  soldiers  shot  a  Palestinian  dead 
and  wounded  eight  on  Monday,  a  day  of  strike  and  protest  in  the  occujjied  lands 
against  the  peace  mission  by  Secretary  of  State  George  P.  Shultz. 

A  Palestinian  died  in  the  Gaza  Strip  of  wounds  suffered  last  week. 

At  least  138  Arabs  have  been  killed  since  violence  began  Dec.  8  in  the  West 
Bank  and  Gaza,  according  to  U.N.  figures.  An  Israeli  soldier  also  has  died. 

Talks  between  Shultz  and  Israeli  leaders  focused  on  the  U.S.  projjosal  for 
Palestinian  self-rule  rather  than  how  to  arrange  an  international  conference. 

Prime  Minister  Yitzhak  Shamir  opposes  such  a  forum,  but  Foreign  Minister 
Shimon  Peres  said:  “The  international  conference  is  just  a  door  that  will  be 
opened.” 

Peres,  the  prime  minister’s  political  rival  and  partner  in  the  coalition  gov¬ 
ernment,  supports  a  conference. 

He  told  reporters  in  Haifa:  “The  question  is  what  are  we  going  to  discuss 
after  it  (the  conference)  is  opened.  Maybe  the  more  we  go  into  details,  the  less 
threatening  it  will  be  for  Shamir.  ” 

Shamir  says  Israel  would  be  outnumbered  at  such  a  conference  and  risk 
having  decisions  imposed  upon  it. 

Shultz  pledged  the  United  States  opposes  a  Palestinian  state  and  efforts  to 
force  Israel  to  give  up  all  territory  in  the  West  Bank  and  Gaza,  which  it 
captured  from  Jordan  and  Egypt  in  the  1967  Middle  East  war.

Mrs.  Singer,  her.  son  John  Timothy  Singer,  clan 
leadei’  Addam  Swajqj  and  his  brother  .Jonathan 
Sv\’ai3iJ  are  each  charged  with  the  bombing  of  a 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saint  chapel 
and  subsequent  13-day  standoff  with  authorities 
that  ended  in  a  gun  battle  Jan.  28. 

Prior  to  making  his  decision  during  the  fifth  day 
of  pre-trial  hearings  Monday,  U.S.  District  Judge 
Bruce  Jenkins  carefully  questioned  both  defense 
and  ])rosecuting  attorneys  regarding  the  interpre¬ 
tation  of  federal  statutes  defining  federal  jurisdic¬ 
tion  on  the  charges. 

Mrs.  Singer’s  defense  attorney,  Kathryn  Col-

lard,  argued  the  three  counts  against  her  client 
should  be  dismissed  because  the  bombed  chapel 
was  not  involved  in  interstate  commerce,  but 
rather  in  religious  activities. 

That  would  imjjly  that  the  three  counts  on 
charges  of  bombing,  attemjking  to  kill  federal  offi¬ 
cers,  firearms  violations,  assault  and  conspiracy 
would  not  fall  within  federal  jurisdiction,  Collard 
said. 

However,  Assistant  U.S.  Attorney  Richard 
Lambert  argued  the  statute  was  meant  to  be  given 
a  broad'  interijretation  and  a  clause  citing  fedei-al 
jurisdiction  over  “any”  bombed  building  should  ajj- 
ply.  Jenkins  said  the  real  cjue.stion  is  whether  “any” 
building  truly  means  “any.  ” 

Lambert  said  the  stake  center  was  used  foi’  a 
variety  of  interstate  commerce  activities,  including 
collections  that  ultimately  go  into  the  Church  gen¬ 
eral  fund  for  use  throughout  the  nation  and  the 


world,  a  linkage  to  a  worldwide  satellite  system, 
and  an  international  missionary  network  that  be¬ 
gins  first  at  stake  centers  like  the  one  in  Marion, 
Utah. 

He  said  the  stake  center’s  money  also  is  used  for 
investments  that  affect  interstate  commerce  and 
that  the  Church  also  had  an  e.xtensive  welfare 
system,  which  if  not  used  would  mean  recipients 
would  have  to  fall  back  ui)on  the  commerce  sys¬ 
tem. 

Collard  countered  that  only  business-related 
activities  constitute  commerce  and  that  Church 
'officials  certainly  would  not  consider  their  activi¬ 
ties  as  part  of  business.  She  said  because  of  its 
ambiguity,  “no  jury  is  going  to  be  able  to  deckle 
the  limitations  of  the  statute.” 

In  denying  Collard’s  motion,  Jenkins  said  a  far- 
reaching  reading  of  federal  law  su]3ported  Lam¬ 
bert’s  stand. 


Dukakis  leads  Jackson  in  Colorado 


Democratic  presidential  contender  Michael  Dukakis  took  an  early  lead  over 
Jesse  Jackson  in  the  Colorado  caucuses  Monday  night,  hoping  to  set  the  stage 
for  a  win  in  Wisconsin’s  primary  on  Tuesday.  Meanwhile,  Jackson  carne  under 
fire  for  his  contact  with  Panamanian  strongman  Manuel  Antonio  Noriega. 

With  33  of  Colorado’s  2,784  precincts  reporting  —  part  of  a  130-precinct 
sample  taken  by  the  state  Democratic  Party  —  Dukakis  held  a  54  percent  to  33 
percent  lead  over  Jackson.  But  those  returns  were  only  preliminary.  Final 
results  were  not  available  at  press  time. 

Earlier,  Dukakis  called  Jackson’s  involvement  in  the  Panama  situation  a 
“bad  idea,”  as  the  two  squared  off  in  Monday’s  Colorado  caucuses  and  Tues¬ 
day’s  Wisconsin  primary. 

Sen.  Albert  Gore  Jr.  of  Tennessee  also  criticized  Jackson’s  con-espondence 
with  Noriega,  but  he  blasted  Dukakis  for  being  “absolutely  timid”  of  Jackson. 

The  Massachusetts  governor  dismissed  Gore  and  his  comments:  “I  don’t 
know  what  he’s  serious  about.”

Stores  open,  strike  ends  in  Panama 

PANAMA  CITY,  Panama  —  Hundreds  of  shops  and  stores  reopened  to 
little  business  in  Panama  City  on  Monday,  ending  a  two- week  strike  that  failed 
to  remove  Gen.  Manuel  Antonio  Noriega’s  gi’ip  on  this  tense  nation. 

As  the  capital  began  regaining  a  semblance  of  normalcy,  the  United  States 
prepared  to  send  an  additional  1,300  military  personnel  to  Panama.  The 
Reagan  administration  said  the  troops,  scheduled  to  start  arriving  Tuesday, 
would  help  safeguard  the  lives  and  property  of  American  citizens. 

The  U.S.  State  Department  said  U.S.  Ambassador  Arthur  Davis  suffered 
“deliberate  harassment”  when  his  limousine  was  chased  for  two  miles  Sunday 
by  a  Panamanian  military  patrol  car. 

The  Panamanian  government  denied  the  charge,  but  did  admit  that  the 
ambassador’s  car  had  been  tailed  in  “strictly  a  police  matter.” 

Justice  Minister  Rodolfo  Chiari  de  Leon  said  the  incident  occurred  when  a 
patrol  spotted  “an  exaggerated  display  of  automatic  arms  carried  by  civilian 
elements  traveling  in  three  vehicles”  that  followed  the  ambassador. 

Cynthia  J'arrell,  a  spokeswoman  for  the  ambassador,  acknowledged  that 
U.S.  security  guards  were  following  Davis  in  at  least  one  other  vehicle. 


'Cold-blooded'  killer  escapes  from  prison 


MOUNDSVILLE,  W.Va.  —  A  judge  and  a  witness  were  given  police 
protection  Monday  after  a  vengeful  cop  killer  described  as  “educated  and 
cold-blooded”  broke  out  of  a  maximum  security  prison  along  with  two  other 
murderers. 

Bobby  Stacy,  35,  and  two  other  inmates  serving  life  sentences  without 
chance  of  parole  escaped  from  the  West  Virginia  Penitentiary  here  on  Sunday. 

“My  fear  is  that  some  police  officer  is  going  to  get  killed,  because  that’s  this 
guy’s  method.  He  has  nothing  to  lose,  plus  it’s  his  history,”  said  Charles 
Hatcher,  the  assistant  Cabell  County  prosecutor  whom  Stacy  had  threatened. 

Stacy,  formerly  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  was  convicted  of  murder  in  the  1981 
killing  of  a  Huntington  police  officer.  At  the  time  of  the  slaying,  he  was  free  on 
bail  on  charges  that  he  shot  an  Ohio  patrolman. 

Police  immediately  assigned  protection  to  some  of  those  who  helped  convict 
Stacy.  Stacy  repeatedly  threatened  at  the  1982  trial  to  kill  the  judge  and  the 
prosecutor,  according  to  Huntington  police  Lt.  Joe  Walker. 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  A  Mexican 
national  being  held  for  removal  to 
California  denied  on  Monday  that  he 
is  the  man  authorities  want  to  ques¬ 
tion  in  the  1985  torture-murder  of 
U.S.  narcotics  agent  Enrique  Ca- 
marena  Salazar  in  Mexico. 

Authorities  say  Leonardo  Contr¬ 
eras  Subias,  42,  also  wanted  on  drug 
distribution  charges  in  Los  Angeles, 
has  been  one  of  the  U.S.  Drug  En¬ 
forcement  Agencies  most  hunted 
fugitives.  Agent  Steve  Lough  has 
said  earlier  that  Subias  is  wanted  only 
for  questioning  and  is  not  a  suspect  in 
Salazar’s  death. 

Lough  said  the  man,  reportedly  in 
Salt  Lake  City  several  times  in  recent 
months,  was  arrested  on  a  tip  from  a 
DEA  task  force.  Lough  said  the 
charges  stem  from  the  alleged  sale  of 
cocaine  to  an  undercover  officer  in 
1980. 


“The  economy  will  be  a  major  issue.

Hunts¬ 
man’s  announcement  of  his  candidacy 
was  a  disappointment  to  Bangerter 
who  was  expecting  Huntsman’s  su])- 
port  financially  and  politically. 

“He  had  told  me  in  great  detail  he 
wasn’t  going  to  run  for  ])olitical  of¬ 
fice, ”  Bangerter  said.  "It  was  a  com- 


plete  surprise  to  me.  I’d  been  consult¬ 
ing  with  him  on  how  we  were  going  to 
get  Mr.  Cook  back  in  the  fold.  He  was 
coo])eratlng  with  me,  sujqjosedly,  on 
that.  And  suddenly  he  and  Mr.  Cook 
are  meeting  about  a  Jon  Huntsman 
candidacy  unbeknownst  to  me.” 

Bangerter  said  he  thought  his  rela¬ 
tionship  with  Huntsman  —  which 
was  not  always  good  —  had  come  a 
long  way  in  the  last  year,  but  that 
iwlitics  was  not  based  on  friendships. 

“We  were  both  working  at  being 
friends  and  I  thought  that  we  had 
achieved  that  in  some  large  mea¬ 
sure,”  he  said.  “But  there  are  those 


who  say  there  are  no  friendships  in 
politics,  only  coalitions.” 

If  he  is  beaten  in  the  Republican  | 
primary,  Bangerter  said  he  would 
support  Huntsman. 

Bangerter  said  he  will  return  to  the  I 
business  sector  if  he  is  beaten,  but  in 
the  meantime,  he  will  try  to  get  his 
message  across  to  voters. 

“I  try  to  make  good  hard-nosed  de¬ 
cisions,  but  I  think  maybe  Utahns 
don’t  understand  that,”  he  said.  “One 
thing  I  hope  (voters)  know  is  that  I 
won’t  duck  issues,  that  I  will  face 
them  square  on  and  I’m  going  to  call  ‘ 
them  like  I  see  them.” 
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Utah  tries  to  spark  energy  development

SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  In  an  effort  to  spark  energy  development  on 
state-owned  land,  Utah  has  lowered  its  royalty  on  new  oil  and  gas  leases  to  the 
same  levels  as  the  prevailing  federal  rate  outside  of  known  producing  areas, 
officials  say.  The  new  rate,  which  went  into  effect  April  1,  will  lower  royalties 
on  the  market  value  of  the  resource  from  16  percent  to  12.5  percent,  said 
Patrick  Spurgin,  director  of  the  Division  of  State  Lands  and  Forestry. 

“Our  16  rate  put  us  at  a  disadvantage  to  other  landownei's  who  offered  lower 
rates,”  he  said.  “The  new,  lower  state  lands  rate  will  help  make  us  competitive 
with  other  landowners,  principally  the  federal  government,  and  will  likely 
increase  the  revenues  from  state  lands  through  increased  rentals.” 

Utah’s  Oil  and  Gas  Regulatory  Task  Force,  created  by  Gov.  Norm 
Bangerter  to  find  ways  to  improve  oil  and  gas  development,  recommended  the 
royalty  reductions.  “'We  view  it  as  a  very  positive  action  on  the  part  of  the  state 
land  board,  and  we  are  hopeful  it  will  create  the  kind  of  incentive  needed  to 
develop  oil  and  gas  leases,”  said  Utah  Petroleum  Association  Gary  Fisher.

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Students  urged  to  apply  for  scholarship

Graduate  students  and  soon-to-be 
graduating  seniors  have  the  opportu¬ 
nity  to  apply  for  Fulbright  and  other 
gi'ants  for  graduate  study  abroad,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  BYU  Fulbright  pro¬ 
gram  adviser. 

“We  would  like  to  encourage  stu¬ 
dents  to  apply  who  are  not  just  in  the 
fine  arts  and  humanities,  but  also  stu¬ 
dents  in  the  sciences  and  in  engineer¬ 
ing  fields  too.  The  Japanese,  German 
and  French  people  are  all  very  anx¬ 
ious  to  get  Fulbright  scholars  in  tech¬ 
nical  fields,”  said  Paul  B.  Pixton. 

In  the  last  four  years,  there  have 
been  seven  of  the  F  ulbright  or  related 
grants  awarded  to  BYU  students,  he 


said.  “I  feel  that  if  we  had  more  ai)i)li- 
cants,  and  if  they  were  of  the  same 
quality  as  in  the  jjast,  we'd  receive 
more  of  these  grants.” 

He  said  last  year  there  were  three 
ai3])licants  and  two  of  them  received 
grants.  There  are  a]j]5roximately  40 
countries  which  are  currently  in¬ 
volved  with  this  program.  Students 
must  have  a  bachelor’s  degree  in  hand 
at  the  time  they  begin  the  fellowship. 

“The  puipose  of  these  grants  is  to 
increase  mutual  understanding  be¬ 
tween  the  people  of  the  United  States 
and  other  countries  through  the  ex¬ 
change  of  persons,  knowledge  and 
skills,”  according  to  a  news  release. 

Fulbright  Grants  are  funded  under 
the  terms  of  the  Mutual  Educational 
and  Cultural  Exchange  Act  of  19(51 


through  an  annual  appropriation 
made  by  Congress  to  the  United; 
States  information  Agency  and  by 
foreign  governments,  universities, 
corimrations  and  ijrivate  donors,  said 
the  release. 

“There  are  gi-owing  o]5portunities 
for  students  to  study  in  the  Soviet 
Union  and  the  People’s  Republic  of 
China.  This  fact  is  really  exciting  to 
us,”  said  Pixton. 

Apjjlicants  for  all  gi-ants  must  be 
U.S.  citizens  and  know  the  language 
of  the  host  country  well  enough  to 
carry  out  their  proposed  study  or  re¬ 
search. 

“The  more  focused  their  plan  of 
study,  the  better  chance  students 
have  of  receiving  a  grant.  They  must 
have  a  sjjecific  research  project  idea 


in  order  to  be  considered,”  said  Pix¬ 
ton. 

Individual  grants  i)rovide  round- 
trip  international  travel,  mainte¬ 
nance  for  the  tenure  of  the  gi-ant  and 
tuition  waivers,  if  applicable.  Collab¬ 
orative  research  gi’ants  are  also  avail¬ 
able  which  provide  equal  fixed  sum 
awards  to  each  member  of  the  team. 

Travel  gi’ants  provide  round-trip 
international  travel  to  the  country 
where  the  student  will  pursue  study 
or  research.  All  gi'ants  include  basic 
health  and  accident  insurance,  said 
the  release. 

BYU  students  can  obtain  addi¬ 
tional  information,  brochures  and  ap¬ 
plication  forms  from  Pixton  in  the 
KMB.  Applications  must  be  turned  in 
to  Pixton  by  Oct.  1, 1988. 


Chinese  youth  speak  by  computer 


Handicapped  simulate  conversations,  express  emotions

Handicapped  Chinese  children  are  now  able  to 
express  their  emotions  by  using  computers,  thanks 
to  a  BYU  professor  and  five  students. 

An  instructional  science  professor,  Russell  T. 
Osguthorpe  in  the  Educational  Psychology  Depart¬ 
ment  and  five  BYU  graduate  students  have  in¬ 
structed  blind,  deaf  and  retarded  Chinese  children 
to  simulate  simple  conversations  using  computers. 

“The  blind  students  learned  how  to  keyboard  by 
using  a  speech  synthesizer  to  speak  what  they  had 
typed,”  said  Osguthorpe. 

“Every  time  the  blind  students  tyjie  a  key,  a 
voice  comes  out.  They  can  then  highlight  a  para- 
gi’aph  and  computers  read  the  paragraph  to  them,” 
he  said. 

According  to  Osguthorpe,  every  student  in  the 
blind  school  studies  in  English,  so  “Talking  Text 
Writer”  also  helped  develop  the  students  English 
writing,  speaking  and  reading  abilities. 

“Deaf  students  practiced  mathematics,  learned 


how  to  tell  time  and  developed  their  ability  to  think 
abstractly. 

“Retarded  students  practiced  matching  numbers 
to  objects  and  worked  on  problem  solving  skills,” 
said  Osguthor]3e. 

He  said  some  American  software  was  developed 
for  young  children  and  therefore  requires  little  pro¬ 
ficiency  in  English.  “Others  merely  require  written 
documentation  in  Chinese  or  the  knowledge  of  a 
few  specific  English  commands.” 

According  to  Osguthorpe,  the  BYU  team  visited 
the  People’s  Republic  of  China  last  March  to  intro¬ 
duce  American  software  to  Chinese  special  educa¬ 
tors. 

This  program  was  a  joint  project  between  the 
National  Cristina  Foundation  and  BYU,  according 
to  Osguthorpe. 

He  said  NCF  donated  computers  to  China  and 
asked  BYU  to  provide  technical  expertise  for  using 
the  computers  in  the  special  education  schools. 

The  BYU  team  included  a  wide  array  of  exper¬ 
tise  in  technical  areas  and  in  Chinese  language  pro¬ 
ficiency,  said  Osguthorpe. 


“One  had  a  degree  in  computer  science  with 
expertise  in  progi'amming  and  software  design, 
and  the  other  was  pursuing  a  degi'ee  in  electrical 
engineering.  Three  of  the  team  members  spoke 
fluent  Chinese ,  ”  he  said . 

According  to  Osguthorpe,  the  team  of  six  split 
up  into  three  pairs  —  each  pair  consisting  of  one 
fluent  Chinese  speaker. 

“I  believe  that  the  software  we  demonstrated  in 
China  not  only  helped  the  students,  but  it  also 
helped  special  educators  see  instructional  tech¬ 
niques  that  were  new  to  them,”  said  Osguthorpe. 

Osguthorpe  said  China  is  trying  to  advocate  for 
higher  education  which  allows  handicapped  stu¬ 
dents  to  enter  into  the  universities. 

“Blind  and  deaf  persons  or  persons  with  a 
wheelchair  could  not  attend  colleges  because  of  the 
health  requirement,”  he  said. 

The  law  was  changed  and  now  approximately 
2,000  people  in  various  cities  are  working  for  the 
handicapped  students,  according  to  Osguthorpe. 

Until  you  climb  the  Great  Wall,  you  can  not 
reach  your  full  potential,”  he  said. 


Archaeology  Week 
begins  April  11 
for  state  of  Utah

Gov.  Norman  Bangerter  has  pro¬ 
claimed  the  week  of  April  11-17  as  the 
first  annual  Archaeology  Week  for 
the  state  of  Utah,  according  to  the 
director  of  archaeology  at  BYU. 

Joel  C.  Janetski,  director  of  the 
BYU  Museum  of  Peoples  and  Cul¬ 
tures,  said  the  museum  and  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Anthropology  will  spon¬ 
sor  a  lecture  series  on  archaeology  as 
part  of  the  first  annual  Archaeology 
Week  for  the  state  of  Utah. 

The  lecture  series  will  inform  the 
people  what  archaeologists  learn  and 
“what  we  get  when  the  sites  are  pre¬ 
served,”  said  Janetski. 

Each  lecture  will  be  held  at  7  p.m. 
in  the  Monte  L.  Bean  Life  Science 
Museum  on  April  5,7,12  and  14. 

“The  purpose  of  the  lecture  series  is 
to  introduce  Utah’s  archaeological 
heritage  and  prehistory  of  its  native 
Americans,”  said  Janetski. 

The  main  focus  is  the  “education  of 
archaeology  and  a  main  concern  for 
the  preservation  of  archaeological 
sites,”  he  said. 

Janetski  said  this  is  not  a  new  con¬ 
cern.  “Archaeological  vandalism  has 
been  a  concern  for  a  long  time,”  he 
said. 

“People  have  always  been  inter¬ 
ested  in  archaeological  finds.”  There 
are  many  sites  around  Utah  lake  that 
are  on  state-owned  land  “and  it  is  ille¬ 
gal  to  dig  for  artifacts,”  he  said. 

“We  are  trying  to  inform  people 
who  are  interested  in  archaeology  to 
join  the  amateur  society  of  the  state,” 
said  Janetski. 

In  Utah  County  there  are  a  couple 
of  “exciting”  things  going  on,  said 
Janetski. 

“One  is  the  work  being  done  by  Dr. 
Dale  L.  Berge,  director  of  the  BYU 
Field  School  of  Archaeology  at  Camp 
Floyd,”  he  said. 

“Many  people  don’t  realize  that 
there  was  once  a  huge  military  en¬ 
campment  ...  at  the  south  end  of  U tah 
Lake  in  Goshen  Valley,”  said  Janet¬ 
ski. 

“Camp  Floyd  was  the  home  of  the 
Utah  expedition  sent  by  President 
Buchanan  to  quell  the  Mormon  rebel¬ 
lion,”  he  said. 

Janetski  is  involved  with  research 
on  a  prehistoric  period  in  Utah  Valley 
dating  back  to  1400  A.D.

Because  computers  are  fast  becom¬ 
ing  an  indispensable  part  of  today’s 
elementary  and  secondary  school 
classrooms,  teachers  need  to  be  ac¬ 
quainted  with  computers,  said  a  BYU 
professor  in  charge  of  the  David  0. 
McKay  Building’s  computer  lab. 

The  computer  lab  in  the  McKay 
Building  tries  to  fulfill  that  need. 
“The  main  purpose  of  the  laboratory 
is  to  support  instructional  science 
286,  a  class  which  teaches  students 
how  to  use  computers  in  the  public 
schools,”  said  Paul  Merrill. 

Approximately  five  years  ago,  the 
Utah  Department  of  Education  said 
prospective  teachers  must  take  a 
class  on  computer  use  in  the  schools. 
At  that  time,  about  25  computers 
were  bought  for  the  computer  lab. 

Now,  more  than  1,000  .students 
take  the  class  each  year,  Merrill  said. 
The  computer  facility  is  constantly 
growing  and  now  has  35  various  com¬ 
puters. 

“With  each  different  type  of  com¬ 
puter  you  use,  there  are  different 
things  to  learn.  This  class  has  helped 
me  not  to  be  quite  so  afraid  of  comput¬ 
ers,”  said  Tracey  Farmer,  a  junior 
from  Bountiful  majoring  in  secondary 
education. 

Farmer  said  the  class  will  heljj  her 


in  her  future  career  as  a  biology 
teacher  because  it  teaches  which  soft¬ 
ware  packages  are  available  as  teach¬ 
ing  aids. 

“There  are  several  hundreds  of 
software  packages  education  majors 
can  look  at  and  analyze,”  Merrill  said. 
“There  are  programs  which  can  be 
used  to  simulate  the  dissection  of  a 
frog,  a  chemistry  experiment  and  a 
fruit  fly  genetics  laboratory.” 

Using  computers,  teachers  can 
simulate  adding  the  contents  of  a  flask 
to  another,  heating  the  flask,  adding 
chemicals  and  doing  an  experiment. 
The  bulky  and  potentially  dangerous 
equipment  is  not  necessary  and  stu¬ 
dents  can  be  more  adventuresome  in 
experiments,  he  said. 

“There  is  another  program  about  a 
factory  which  uses  deduction  and  rea¬ 


soning  skills.  The  factory  has  several 
different  machines  which  do  various 
things,  such  as  drill  different  sizes 
and  shapes  of  holes  and  paint  a  stripe 
on  a  piece  of  fabric.  On  the  computer 
screen  appears  a  ‘finished  product,’ 
and  the  students  have  to  design  the 
factory  which  would  make  this 
product,”  Men’ill  said. 

The  tool  applications  software  al¬ 
lows  students  to  synthesize  music  and 
perform  desk  top  publishing  and  word 
processing,  he  said.  “By  telling  the 
computer  the  clef,  the  speed,  where 
the  flats  and  sharps  are  and  several 
other  things,  the  computer  will  play 
music  for  you.” 

In  the  computer  lab,  students  also 
learn  how  to  use  word  processing 
equipment  and  a  computer  language 
called  Logo,  said  Merrill.  The  word 
processing  equipment  is  used  to  help 
education  majors  write  an  evaluation 
or  report  about  the  software  pack¬ 
ages  they  have  been  using.  “Logo  was 
developed  by  the  Massachusetts  In¬ 
stitute  of  Technology  to  teach  ele¬ 
mentary  school  students  how  to  pro¬ 
gram  the  computer.  It  is  a  simple,  but 
powerful  language,”  he  said. 

Logo  uses  analogies,  fairly  intu¬ 
itive  language  and  gi’aphics,  Merrill 
said.  The  programming  is  done  with  a 
device  called  a  “turtle.” 

In  teaching  elementary  school  stu¬ 
dents  how  to  use  Logo,  he  said  teach¬ 
ers  often  have  their  students  pretend 
they  are  “turtles.”  The  students  are 
encouraged  to  make  designs  by  mov¬ 
ing  their  bodies.  For  example,  stu¬ 
dents  would  walk  a  square  on  the  floor 
by  being  instructed  to  move  forward 
10,  turn  90  degi’ees,  move  forward  10, 
turn  90  degi'ees,  move  forward  10, 
turn  90  degrees  and  move  forward  10. 

These  commands  are  then  used  to 
move  the“turtle”  on  the  screen.

“Wo  had  seven  or  eight  match 
points  in  the  tiebreaker  in  the  second 
set,  but  we  were  able  to  pull  it  off,” 
said  BYU  Assistant  Coach  Trevor 
Rothfels. 

Enriciue  Guajardo  of  BYU  played 
at  the  No.  2  singles  slot  and  overcame 
long-time  rival  Jesus  Rojo,  6-3,  6-2. 

Rojo  is  from  Guajardo’s  home  town 
in  Mexico.  They  have  competed 
against  each  other  four  times  ]jrevi- 
ous  to  this  match,  and  Rojo  had  won 
all  four  outings. 

“This  was  a  big  iFVchological  match 
for  me.  My  only  loss  in  WAC  play  was 
against  him.  Today  I  jjlayed  incredi¬ 
ble.

OGDEN  —  A  development  com¬ 
pany’s  plans  to  construct  an  Internal 
Revenue  Service  building  on  a  jjet 
cemetery  here  has  at  least  one  pet 
owner  threatening  to  take  legal  ac¬ 
tion,  but  the  firm  says  it’s  doing  all  it 
can  to  solve  the  jiroblem. 

“We’re  trying  to  fight  this,”  said 
Blaine  Gledhill,  whose  collie  Timber 
died  in  1985.  “It’s  sacred  ground  to 
us.” 

Nearly  every  week  since  the  dog 
died,  he  and  his  wife  Helen  have  vis¬ 
ited  the  grave  to  care  for  the  plot  and 
place  flowers  by  the  wooden  marker. 
During  the  Christmas  season,  they 
bring  a  wreath  with  the  dog’s  picture 
and  last  summer  Gledhill,  64,  hauled 
five-gallon  buckets  of  water  to  the 
gravesite. 

Liberty  West  Development,  which 
plans  to  break  ground  on  a  47,000- 
square-foot  building  by  month’s  end, 
says  it  has  tried  to  resolve  the  prob¬ 
lem  for  everyone  who  has  pets  buried 
at  the  cemetery. 

“We’ll  do  everything  we  have  to  do 
to  make  them  feel  comfortable,”  said 
General  Manager  Tony  'Versteeg.  He 
said  the  Gledhills  are  the  only  ones 
who  have  voiced  dissatisfaction  over  a 
proposed  solution,  which  involves  no¬ 
tifying  all  of  the  pet  owners  so  the 
dogs  and  cats  can  be  moved.  Cement 
slabs  and  crosses  identifying  the 
graves  also  will  be  returned  to  the  pet 
owners. 

“They  get  attached  to  a  pet,” 
.Versteeg  said.  “I  feel  sorry  for  these 
people.” 

But  he  said,  “If  they  don’t  move 
them,  we  will.” 

Gledhill  says  that  solution  is  unac¬ 
ceptable.  He  says  he  paid  $150  for 
what  he  thought  was  a  permanent 
grave  for  Timber,  and  he  doesn’t 
want  the  dog  moved.
